>» BRITANNIA GOLD AND COPPER MENING COMPANY. 
A general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of the company, Barge- 
yard, Bucklersbury, on Wednesday,—Mr, Jossra Cary in the chair, 


Mr. Bispex (the secretary) read the notiee convening the meeting, and the minutes 
of the last, which were confirmed. 

The reports of Capts. Thomas and Bennett were then read, as follows :— 

Dee. 5.—According to your desire, 1 furnish you with the following report of the 
works executed at the Britannia Mine fram the month of July, 1853, to December of 
the same year :—Surface Report: I commenced by getting the leats into order—cut- 
ing new leat, and repairing old leat—to the extent of one mile, or thereabouts, for 
new wheel; and making 60 fathoms of launders for the said wheel. The connecting 
of the flat-rod of the whecl to the bob over the engine-sbaft for drawing out the 
water, Repairing stumps and wheet for stamping gossan for gold reduction, which 
has taken considerable time and labour.—Undergroand Work : The eommencement 
Was to see the adit level in proper order, being then in a very bad condition, and 
it cleared of water. The level below the adit, west of the engine-shaft, is looking 
kindly for gossan and copper ore. I commenced driving therein at 3/. per fathom, 
the price varying (according to the nature of the ground) from that sum to 40s. per 
fathom; it is carried on to the extent of 30 fathoms, at present looking good for 
copper ore. I next replaced the old rods and pumps in theengine-shaft by putting in 
new ones, which were much wanted, so as to have everything in proper working 
order for pumping the water out of the mine, and which is now effectually performed. 
The shaft has been cleared and prepared for sinking; the first fathom was sunk at 
13/., the second at 17/., and the last 4 ft. 6 in, at 20/.; iately, from the wet nature of 
the ground, I have been obliged to inerease the price to 25!. per fathom, not being 
able to get men to undertake it at a lower rate. Lexpect to intersect the lode in sink- 
ing 5 fathoms deeper, at the same rate. * After repairing the 10 fathom level, east of 
engine-shaft, we put on two memat 32. 10s. per fathom, until obliged to adandon it 
or want ofair. We then commenced to sink our eastern whim-shaft at the depth of 
35 feet, near the 10 fathom level, but were obliged to abandon it for want of a horse- 
whim to draw out the water. In repairing the 10 fathom level, west of engine-shaft, 
where it was much out of order, I found the former agents had missed the lode, which 
they drove many fathoms beyond the eross-course, without success, 1 consequently 
drove north on the cross-course, and cut the lode, after driving 6 fathoms at 38s. per 
fathom, its width being about 2 feet, composed of quartz, gossan, and branches of 
grey and yellow copper ore. The men at present are driving it at 3/. per fathom. 
I think very favourably of the mine, and that there is every prospect of its being a 
good one, but it is requisite to carry on the works in a more effectual way for copper 
by sinking deeper.—T. M. Tuomas, 

Inney Consols, South Petherwin, Nov. 21.—Having, at your request, visited the 
Britannia Gold and Copper Mine, North Molton, Devonshire. I beg to hand you my 
report thereon. The state of the works are as follows:—The engine-shaft is now 
down 15 fms. below the adit level, and the pitwork is good and substantial. A water- 
wheel, 50 feet diameter, and 5 feet breast, is. erected for pumping. The old wheel, 
25 feet diameter, and 3 1g feet breast, being now used to work the gold-smelting ma- 
chinery recently ereeted; as there is plenty of water, this will also do to work the 
jiggers, &c., for copper ore. The adit level is driven 4 fms. below the top of the 
engine-shaft, and 40 to 45 fms. on the course of the ode. This lode is 3 ft. wide, un- 
derlaying 18 in. in a fathom, and running east and vest; there is a very rich gossan 
on the hanging wall. On the foot wall, spar, mundic, and a buneh of grey and 
yellow copper ore, chiefly grey ore, and yielding, I should say, fully 60 per cent. In 
the 10 fm. level, under the adit, the lode going west has been disordered by a cross- 
course, which throws it north 9 to 10 fathoms. The north portion of this lode, I was 
told, a new lode, discovered by Captain Thomas; had it been so, however, it must 
have been seen in the driving south-west in the dead ground, where no traces of it are 
to be found. Captain Thomas showed great judgment in driving north ; the lode so 
found by Captain Thomas is 2 ft. to 3 ft. wide, with bra of grey and yellow 
copper ore, rich in quality, as in the adit, but not much improved in size. Going 
east the lode in this level is about the same size. With regard to future operations, 
it must be borne in mind that the mine is known to ecw nd gold as well as copper. 
That gold does exist, I consider the assays both of the Britannia and Poltimore gossan 
to fully prove. The question of its profitable working will now soon be settled by the 
beautiful machinery now on the point of completion; the manner in which the several 
operations of stamping, calcining, crushing, sifting, and selecting are performed does, 
in my opinion, great credit to the makers. That you have abundance of gossan, 
which can be raised for a very trifling outlay, I can myself testify, and as all the 
lodes closely resemble each other, the total amount is ense. As, however, the 
lodes in the Poltimore are longer than those now open in your mine, I should advise 
you to costean on the backs of their lodes, to prove the gossan at surface, and sink 
a shaft as close to their sett as practicable. With regard to the operations for copper, 
I should advise the company to drive west a few fathoms in the 10 fm. level on the 
course of the lode, to get deeper into the hill, where improvement may be expected ; 
but at the present depth copper in any quantity, of course, eannot be expected. This 
can be done at a reasonabie price, oy four or six men; the stratum isa light soft killas, 
which will stand without timber.

I have to report that the machinery for crushing and reducing the gold ores of the 
Britannia Mine was partially set to work the first week in November, and that the 
first trial produced gold at the rate of 6 dwts. from the ton of ore, while succeeding 
trials have not yet produced any more gold. The incomplete state of the machinery 
in some degree accounts for this poverty of present results, inasmuch as with all the 
exertion possible we have not yet completed the apparatus for supplying water to the 
ore while under process of reduction, nor the means intended for drawing off the mer- 
cury afterwards; neither have we yet been able to examine the mercury used in the 
process, which, doubtless, has to some extent absorbed more gold besides that which 

was strained from it. But, nevertheless, the barrel system, which, having been suc- 
cessfully practised for years past in Germany upon poor ores, was thouglit by Mr. 
Mitchell (and I agreed with => be the safest and most prudent to adopt in the 
first instance, is not, I think, ciently well adapted to take up the gold with expe- 
dition and eeonomy in the particular case of the Britannia ores. It may be explained, 
for the understanding of those gentlemen who have not seen the works at the mine 
that the process now begun upon has been hitherto a twofold one—first to crush, and 
then to amalgamate the ore with mercury. The crushing part of the process at the 
mine seems perfect, and this portion of the machinery is capable of reducing large 
qrantities of ore, with economy ant with very little wear and tear. The second part 
of the process, thus far, has been to pass this crushed ore into barrels, and to churn 
it up, as it were, with water and mercury. This latter part does not seem so efficient 
as we had expected, as far as we have yet had time to make trials, and I am now en- 
gaged in altering this part of the machinery, in conjunction with Mr. Mitchell’s 
views, 80 that the process may be continuous, from the passing of the ore into the 
roller-pans to the withdrawing of the amalgam from them. This will economise Ja- 
bour, and will greatly increase the daily quantity ef work. Mr. Mitchell is of opi- 
nion that when this is done we may expect to reduce 1 ton of ore per hour daily, and 
at very little cost. Our trials thus far have certainly Jed us to see where, in dealing 
with this novel subject, our present difficulties lie, and I am satisfied that the cost 
of reducing our ores at the works may be practically brought to be covered by the 
value of 2 dwts. per ton of ore reduced. Every trial of our ores raised since April last 
has only farther confirmed the opinion I formed from examination of our numerous 
assays made between January and April—viz., that we have on the mine a very 
large stock of ores with an average yield of about 11 dwts. of gold to the ton, and that 
persevering skill and capital will bring this stock to a profitable market.

Now it was certainly diffieult to understand why a gentleman in the position of 
Professor Ansted should Jend his name to a company—should consent to his name 
appearing in & prospectus as oe of tie directors, and allow it to go forth to the 
world without Well considering the pecuniary means” of such company. His 
adview to parties who invest in new andertakings was, to satisfy themselves early as 
to the pecuniary means obtained Jrom the pubhie. We stated that he withdrew his 
naine wilh the consent of the directors—not with the consent of the public—not with 
the eousent of the uafortunate shareholders wio had been induced to invest their 
capital, and many of Whom had in all probability been misled by the aid which 
Professor Austed had rendered this eumpany by allowing his name to be placed on 
the list of directors. He (the Chairman) did say that in justice to the shareholdets, 
Professor Ansted ought to have given public notice of his intention to withdraw, in 
order that the public might have been put on their guard. (Hear, hear.) How per- 
feetly absurd was this letter! “ Better to sit down quietly with a small loss than 
run the risk of total failure!” lie should like to know when once they got in how 
they were to get out. (Hear, hear), It might not be a very difficult task fer a 
director, (Laughter.) Shareholders, however, would find it no easy matter, But 
he thought he might say with truth, that this London and Californian Gold Quartz 
crushing Company had been a remarkably passive company—they had crushed po 
one—nothing—but the anfortunate shareholders, (Langhter and app ) Mach, 
however, a8 it was to be lamented that they should have been placed in so painful a 
position, it was gratifying to find in so large an assembly as he had the honour of 
addressing, Usat they could bear their losses with so much good humour.

The question of its profitable working will now soon be settled by the 
beautiful machinery now on the point of completion ; the manner in which the several 
operations of stamping, caleining, crushing, sifting, and selecting are performed does, 
in my opinion, great credit to the makers. That you have abundance of gossan, 
which can be raised for a very trifling outlay, I can myself testify, and as all the 
lodes closely resemble each ae. the total amount is immense. As, however, the 
lodes in the Poltimore are longer than those now open in your mine, I should advise 
you to costean on the backs of their lodes, to prove the gossan at surface, and sink 
a shaft as close to their sett as practicadle. With regard to the operations for copper, 
I should advise the company to drive west a few fathoms in the 10 fm, level on the 
course of the lode, to get deeper into the hill, where improvement may be expected ; 
but at the present depth copper in any quantity, of course, eannot be expected. This 
can be done at a reasonabie price, oy four or six men; the stratum isa light soft killas, 
which will stand without timber. As the lode in the 10 fm. level will probably form 
its underlay of 18 in. in a fathom, cut the engine-shaft in the 20. I should advise you 
to sink at least at that depth with nine men, you can then judge from the look of the 
lodes whether there is sufficient encouragement to sink deeper, say, to the 50 or 60. 
I discovered three other lodes on the sett, which I advise you tw have costeaned, to 
find their run and underlay; there is also another lode running east and west, about 
Sor4fms. south. With regard to the general prospects of the mine, one circumstance 
forcibly struck me. The enormous old workings at the Poltimore, the neighbouring 
mine must convince any one that great profits have there been made, and that, too, 
in a time of the rudest and most unskilful mining. Now, whatever riches they had 
can undoubtedly be found in abundance in the Britannia sett, and with modern ma- 
chinery and improvements developed to a much greater drgree. With regard to the 
probability of 4 copper mine existing at such a distance from the grmite, the old 
ticketings, both at the Britannia and Poltimore, and the present working of the 
Molland (where they raise a constant though small supply from the 52), shows that 
it does exist, and that “‘ where it is, there it is,” isa mining maxim, as old and as 
good as any other. That the lode, even in depth, will be disordered and variable, L 
consider, from the nature of the country, very probable, but the richness and strength 
of the gossan would seem to render certain that causes have been at work highly 
favourable to the formation of mineral veins, Should, as I trust, your gossan turn 
out as valuable as the previeus experiments lead one to imagine, your company 
ft a . a most favourable condition to prove the richness of your copper lode in 
epth.—Jonn Benyxert.

Since the appointment of 
Capt. Thomas he had been principally engaged in surface works, repairing and en- 
larging leats, &e. He (the chairman) believed he had said all that referred to copper 
mining, but they had also a good mine for gold; the delay in properly testing it arose 
from the fact of Captain Moorsom not receiving any part of the machinery until 
August, who was unable to get it erected before Setober. A deputation visited the 
mines on the 10th of November, and found that the barrels at the reduction works on 
the mine had produced at the rate of 6 dwts. per ton ; but the second trial was unsnc- | 
cessfal, although on sending the tailings which by their machinery had not produced 
any gold, the result of Berdan’s machine had been 10 dwts. perton. Other trials were 
made by Berdan’s machine, which yielded 1 oz. 0 dwts. 20 gra. to the ton, on the 
whole of which the experiment was made; also 7 dwts., less 2 grains, from 14 ton 
of gossan, much mixed with deads and other rubbish. These returns were from part 
of the gossan tested in the ordinary manner by the most eminent aasayers, and found 
to contain, on an average, about 11 dwts. per ton. He was glad to find the question 
had been taken up by the Society of Arts, and the efficiency of Berdan’s machine 
would be tested by Professors Ansted and Tennant, who would take their own men, 
their own quicksilver and gosean ; if the result should be favourable, there could be 
no doubt of the success of this company, as it was a well-known fact that at the Bri- 
tannia Mine there was a great deal of gold-bearing gossan at the depth of t fathom, 
which could be obtained without sinking shafts, and at very trifling expense. 

After a lengthened discussion as to the best course to be pursued in reducing the 
gossan, the following report of Capt. Moorsom (consulting engineer) was read :— 

I have to report that the machinery for crushing and reducing the gold ores of the 
Britannia Mine was partially set to work the first week in November, and that the 
first trial prodaced gold at the rate of 6 dwts. from the ton of ore, while succeeding 
trials have not yet produced any more gold. The incomplete state of the machinery 
in some degree accounts for this poverty of present results, inasmuch as with all the 
exertion possible we have not yet completed the apparatus for supplying water to the 
ore while under process of reduction, nor the means intended for drawing off the mer- 
cury afterwards ; neither have we yet been able to examine the mercury used in the 
process, which, doubtless, has to some extent absorbed more gold besides that which 
was strained from it. But, nevertheless, the barrel system, which, having been suc- 
cessfully practised for years past in Germany upon poor ores, was thouglit by Mr. 
Mitchell (and I agreed with him) to be the safest and most prudent to adopt in the 
first instance, is not, 1 think, sufficiently well adapted to take up the gold with expe- 
dition and eeonomy in the particular case of the Britannia ores. It may be explained, 
for the understanding of those gentlemen who have not seen the works at the mine 
that the process now begun upon has been hitherto a twofold one—first to crush, and 
then to amalgamate the ore with mercury. The crushing part of the process at the 
mine seems perfect, and this portion of the hinery is capable of r eg large 
qantities of ore, with economy an‘t with very little wear and tear. The second part 
of the process, thus far, has been to pass this crushed ore into barrels, and to cburn 
it up, as it were, with water and mercury. This latter part does not seem so efficient 
as we had expected, as far as we have yet had time to make trials, and I am now en- 
gaged in altering this part of the machinery, in conjunction with Mr. Mitchell’s 
views, 80 that the process may be continuons, from the passing of the ore into the 
roller-pans to the withdrawing of the amalgam from them. This will economise la- 
bour, and will greatly increase the daily quantity ef work. Mr. Mitchell is of opi- 
nion that when this is done we may expect to reduce | ton of ore per hour daily, and 
at very little cost.

It is with great satisfaction we have to record the increasing interest 
displayed in Cornwall for the establishment of a School of Mines in that 
important county. Although there appears to be some difference of opi- 
nion as to the modes by which it is to be carried into operation, yet we 
rejoice to find all seem convinced that such an establishment is necessary. 
At the Royal Institution, Mr, BR. W. Fox pointed out the necessity of 
the co-operation of the practical and, working miners; and although the 
Cornish pumping-engines were admitted to be the first in the world, and 
the mines in that county worked to a deeper sea-level than any others, 
and great engineering skill and practical mer displayed, yet still they 
were deficient in physical science. The assay by chemical analysis was 
moat tedious, yet a knowledge of the blowpipe would enable them to de- 
tect the presence of component substances, An instance of this had oc- 
curred at Swanpool Mine, near Falmouth, where a personal friend of his 
had dissolved silver obtained from lead ore vi nitrie acid. A residuum 
was left: this being tested by the action of the blowpipe, wag found 
to give a globule of gold, and seweral ores i. the same mines had 
given like results. Miners educated in a school Would be qualified, and 
there is every hope that they would communicate their individual rée- 
searches to the school from which they had derived such great benefits. 
Although we agree in general with the soundness of the views of Mr. 
R. W. Fox, yet we must concar with Mr, W. J. Hexwoop, that in’ no 
case have the German professors ever been able to lay down any rile to 
determine the definite course for the re-discovery of a lode when heaved, 
Since then, on Wednesday last, the first meeting of the newly-appointed 
committee assembled at the Council Chamber, Truro, r. Micuaet 
Wittrams, on the motion of Sir Coceman Rasuteron, seconded by Mr. 
Eyxis Vivi, was called to the chair. Mr. Twerpy said, he had been 
assisted by Dr. Bantam and Mr, Ruspevt in drawing up the plan, which 
was formed on the basis of the School of Mines in London.

not less than eight months in each year, from October to August, the 
year to be divided into three terms; no pupils to be admitted under 
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knowledge of arithmetic, the elements of algebra and geometry, and bring 
a certificate of good moral character; the entrance fee to’ be 24/. in one 
sum, or two annual sums of 16/., which would entitle the student to ad- 
mission to all the courses of lectures, with constant access to the museum 
and library, when formed ; an extra charge of 10s, 6d. for instructions in 
the chemical and metallurgical ldboratories, and use of materials and 
apparatus, for cach tern of fourteen weeks. The course of instruction 
to bg as follows :—In the’ first year, elementary mathematics, elements 
of natural philosophy, and rah hoor chemistry, including laboratory 
practice; plan drawing, surveying, and levelling; mineralogy; geology. 
In the second year, applied mechanics; metallurgy; laboratory practice;

The various statements which have recently come before the public as

who assert that the results which they have arrived at from an analysis of 
the auriferous gossan (and with which many of our British mines abound) 
have been most encouraging, the ore having produced a high per centage 
of rich metallic gold. e confess, however, that we were not prepared 
for such an elucidation of the question as was given at the meeting of the 
Castle Dinas Mining Company, a report of which appeared in last weék’s 
Journal, It was there stated by Mr. Brunton, a gentleman of great ex- 
perience, that from 42 lbs. of gossan from the Dinas Corner lode, submitted 
tothe test of Brennan's machine, a~button of-gold-was~produced;-whick 
he exhibitedto the meeting, weighing 20 grs., being equal to 2 ozs. 4 dwts. 
10 gra, to the ton, and the cost of abtaining which, it was estimated, will 
not at the utmost, exceed 1/. per ton.

We have no reason, however, to doubt either the sincerity or the accuracy 
of Mr. Bruntoy’s testimony. The great question, and which time alone 
¢an solve, is the average quality of ‘the ore ; but with such an appliance 
as we now have in BerpAn’s machine, the time is not far distant when 
that question wilt be set'at rest—when this much-talked-of discovery will 
either assume a most important characteristic in British mining enter- 
prise, or rapidly sink into insignificance and contempt. Mr. Brunton's 
statement will doubtlessly be received with surprise: by some it will 
possibly be met with a sneer, while myriads of voices, with marvellous 
energy and scepticism, will, in all probability, exclaim—prodigious! Re- 
serving our opinion for the present, we refer our readers to the report. It 
is due to Mr, Brunton, however, to observe that the questions putto him 
by the mecting were answered in a straightforward manner, and afforded 
the most perfect satisfaction, We congratulate the shareholders upon 
this new and extraordinary discovery, and sincerely hope their expecta- 
tions may be fully realised.

THE IRON AND METAL TRADES OF SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM. | 


Dec. 8.—In’ addition to the circulars issued by the manufacturers of 
copper and brags articles, announcing their withdrawal of previous quo- 
tations, and advance of prices on shade goods, many manufacturers of iron 
hollow-ware have also made known to the merchants their embarrass- 
ment occasioned by tho recent advance in the price of iron, and the 
great difficulty which they feel in fixing prices. This course has been 
rendered still more 1 in consequence of an opinion now rag 

erally entertained that the ironmasters contefhplate making a still 
further adyance of 14. per'ton, and that a declaration to that effect will 
be made at the forthcoming preliminary mecting of the trade. Now, I do 
not believe any such declaration will be made, and although the present 
state of the order-books would seém to justify any’ demand which the 
masters might think proper to make, they will not be so easily led to the 
adoption of a course which they, know must be injurious to the interests 
of those who are at.all times their permanent customers. They are not 
insensible to the’ fact that, notwi ing the brisk demand which has 
existed for manufactured goods, the comipetition arising from the increased 
powers of machinery, renders it diffiqult to realise any sudden advance 
on manufactured goods, and that the advanees on the raw material are 
attended with very serious annoyance throughout the ee Under 
these cireumstances, and well aware of the inconvenience ne Winietionned 
a short time ago in retreating froma hasty riso which could not be up- 
held, they will not, with the sanction of the leading houses, proceed fur- 
ther at present. ‘The high price of fuel, and advancé upon nearly every 
atticle used in mining operations, and to which 1 adverted in my last 
letter, may justify the recent onward movement ; but prudence suggests a 
doubt as to the propriety of advancing further. . 

In the coal trade the utmost activity prevails, and the demand still 
keeps ahead of the supply.’ ‘The weather ‘during the last fortnight has 
been very wet, and there are large quantities of coal under water in the 
deep fields, The increased railway facilities for conveying coal from the 
adjoining county has, however, very materially obviated the inconvenience 
felt in “this district by any temporary deficiency, from whatever cause it 

roceeds, and the great works have been able to obtain a sufficient supply. 

he men continue steadily at work; and as provisions are rather falling 
in price, there is less discontent amongst them, and they are satisfied with 
the present rate of wages. The latest accounts received from the ‘*Can- 
nock Chase,” are satisfactory ; the works in that locality are proceeding 
satisfactorily, and will, no doubt, yield an abundant harvest to the noble 
Marquis of Anglesea, and other proprietors, who have taken the initiative 
in orale this immense source of mineral wealth. It will, no doubt, 
ere long, be found that from this locality a large supply of coal will be 
obtained; and if the facilities of railway conveyance can only be made 
to keep pace with the supply, not only this district, but many other parts 
of England in which the price of fuel is now enormously high, will be 
supplied with a superior article on comparatively low terms. 

Relativé to the general trade of the district, all the official returns are 
highly satisfactory, and indicate increasing prosperity. The exports of 
machinery, hardware, and cutlery have increased to a great extent. In 
the first article the increase has been in the month ending 5th Nov., over 
that of the corresponding month of last, year, 40,000/., but the most 
marked increase was in the export of hardware goods, which amounted 
to more than 93,000/. over that of last year ; and this may also be taken 
as a corroborative proof of the necessity of dealing cautiously with the 
price of the great essential of which these articles are composed. 

In the various metal, glass, and manufacturing works in the neigh bour- 
hood the greatest activity prevails ; indeed, at several of the extensive fur- 
nices and shops the men are working over-hours, and two sets, for night 
and day, have for the pest month been busily engaged. At Smethwick, 
wy va | and around Dudley, work is most abundant; and the condition 
of South Staffordshire, generally, may be considered as in a highly satise 
factory state. At the celebrated Soho Works, the manufacture of iron- 


| work, and more especially large boilers for the home, American, and 


Australian markets, fully occupy the time of the men; and from the 
orders at present in hand, it is evident this establishment will afford con- 
stant employment for some time to come, There are, I understand, about 
800 pair of hands now at work, and itis probable a larger number will 
soon be required. Messrs. Fox, Henderson, and Co., of the London 
Works, the Tube Company, Messrs. Iliffe, Asburgs, Muntz, and the lead- 
ing firms at Smethwick, have also large contracts in hand. - The inhabi- 
tants of this important manufacturing district may be said to be more 
profitably employéd that at any previous period. The trade is undis- 
turbed by those misunderstandings which oa unfortunately occurred 
amongst masters and men in other parts of the country; and the manu- 
facturing interest is consequently in a satisfactory condition. 

The glass works in Birmingham, and throughout the “black country,” 
usually inactive at this season of the year, are now ui full work. Messrs. 
Chance, of Spon-lane, the plate-glass company, and Messrs. Lloyd and 
Hammerfield, are actively engaged on extensive contracts. The first- 
named firm have nearly completed their engagement for the supply of 
glass for the roofing of the new central station in this town, and which, 
when finished, will present a magnificent appearance, unequalled by any- 
thing of the kind in the kingdom. And having noticed the station, I 
may, perhaps, observe, that the company have lodged their plans and 
specifications of the intended alterations contemplated in front of this 
immense and magnificent pile of building. They intend removing the 
old house at the rear of those in New-street, leaving, however, the latter 
standing, and to a great extent still encasing the stupendous works, and 
materially deducting from the effect of the frontage.

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Smm,—As the subject of Mr. Berdan's machine for crushing and amalgamating gold 
ores has been prominently noticed ia your columns, T have mach satisfaction in for- 
warding you the following account of certain experiments performed by me on Mon- 
day, Nov. 23, and of subsequent investigations to determine, as far as possible, the va] 
lue of the machine which was placed, on that occasion, at my control by Mr, Berdan. 

The investigation fncluded—Ist, the operation of crushing and amalgamating cer- 
tain Californian and English ores, believed to be auriferous; and, 2dly, the te 
analysis of the waste or tailings from each sample, The former process was conducted 
under my superintendence, and in the presence of the secretary and several members 
of the Society of Arts, besides other gentlemen interested ; tho latter was intrusted 
to Mr. T. H. Hefiry, F.R.S., whose reputation as a metallurgical ehymist is a suffi- 
cient guarantee for the perfect accuracy of the results. In order, however, to insure 
accuracy as far as pos-ible in all departments, I obtained the assistance ot Mr. J. 3. 
Atkinson, a civil engineer, well acquainted with machinery, to-whoa Jam indebted for 
a careful report on the power absorbed and the probable eost of working. Finally, 
there were two labourers hired for the occasion by Mr. Atkinson, who had never seen 
the machine, and to whom, though not without disadvantage, the feeding was at first 
entrusted, 

3efore commeneing the experiments, the basins, mereury-separator, and waste-pit, 
were thoroughly cleaned. About 15 lbs. of fresh mercury were put into each basin, 
and about 238 ibs. in the separator. It was noticed that the wire gauzes, through 
which the waste or tailings escape, were in bad condition, being cracked and brokeg. 
During the experiments one of them was broken off, and, being of copper, the fragments 
mixed with the amalgam. The tailings thus passed off iu a somewhat coarser state 
than would otherwise have been the case. 

Exprrt™ment 1.—All preliminaries being pleted, the hine was started, and 
about half a ton (10 ewts. 1 qr. 23 Ibs. nett) of very hard, tough, auriferousquartz from 
Gold-bill, Nevada county, California, was gradually suppled by hand—one-half in 
each of the two basins of the machine. (‘This ore was part of a cargo of about 100 
tons, sent over to this country from California, about two years ago, as a fair sample 
of that obtained from the Gold-hill rty, now worked by the Agua Fria Company. 
There was barely a trace of visible im any part when firstexamined. After some 
part had been disposed of, about 10 tons of the largest remaining blocks were pur- 
chased a year ago by the Crystal Palace Company for exhibition at Sydenham, and of 
this about one ton of the sinallest pieces was broken ap by hand for the present expe- 
riment by permission of the directors.) The whole time occupied in feeding the ma- 
chine was | hour 24 minutes (exclusive of two stoppages, owing partly to the lovse- 
ness of a new engine-belt, and partly to the inexperience of the fecders). After the 
feeding was concluded, the basins were kept revo!ving for 25 minutes, when there 
still remained a considerable quantity of sand in tae basin. The removal of the plug, 
and delivery of the amalgam, oceupied 49 minutes. 

During this experiment the average number of revolutions of the basins was 19 per 
minute, and the average quantity of water delivered into each basin 10 to 1] gallons 
per minute, The power absorbed in working the two basins was estimated at 11g 
commercial horse-power, but it was considered that nearly one and a half horse-power 
was lost by the springing of the cross-beam, which could easily have been braced. 

In this experiment the quartz was extremely bard and tough, but was ground toa 
fine powder, most of it passing through a 60-wire mesh. The ama'gam being obtained 
from the mercury, and reduced, yielded 2 ozs. 11 dwts. 21 grs. of gold, the finenessof 
which was 20 carats 3Y grs., equivalent to 4 ozs. 4 dwts. 21 grs. of fine gold to the ton 
of ore (value 171, 18s. 3d.) 

The tailings, collected at intervals of 10 minutes, during the experiment, were af- 
terwards carefully analysed by Mr. Henry, and were found to contain at the rate of 
4dwts. 5 grs. of fine gold to the ton. The machine, therefore, obtained by one oper- 
ation 95°8 per cent. of the whole of the gold contained in the ore. 

. Experiment 2.—The basins being cleaned, and the mercury again placed in them, 

& quautity amounting to 8 ewts. 121bs, nett of the oxides and sulphurets of fron, form- 
ing the gossan of the copper lodes at Poltimore, North Devon, was gradually supplied 
as before—one half in each basin. This ore was much less hard than the former. pe 
was a portion of a larger quantity (about 1 ton) specially forwarded from the mines for 
the experiment to my address. I did not observe any visible gold in any part of it. ) 
The whole time oceupied by the feeding with this ore was 29 minutes 30 seconds, and 
the mill was kept going for 23‘ minutes longer. The quantity of sanid in the basins 
was then small. ‘The removul of the amalgam oceupied | hour 23 minutes, The ore 
was ground mueh finer than in the former experiment. The aumber of revolutions 
was 19 full, and the power nearly 12-horse. The water was as in the former experi- 
ment. The amalgam being obtained and reduced was found to yield at the rate of 
about 1 oz. 124, dwts. of gold to the ton of ore. The gold was apparently finer than 
the Californian, but was not assayed. The tailings yielded at the rate of 2 dwts. of 
fine gold to the ton, showing the per centage of gold obtained to be 93, The near 
correspondence of this result with the former is worthy of notice. 

The loss of mereury in the use of the machine appears to be extremely small, as 

merely a traee remains in the tailings after passing through the separator. 

latter contrivance manifestly saves a very large proportion of that which sang 
through the meshes. The machine in its present state is simple and effective, but 
admits of improvements in matters of detail. It requires no skilled labour, and a 
considerable number of basins might be efficiently and safely superintended by one 
confidential agent, not previously accustomed to gold working. Robbery, so difficult 
to avoid in other processes, might here be prevented with facility. 

Assuming the combination of four basins, as recommended by the inventor, I have 
considered that an engine of 25-horse power would be required to work it, and that 
not more than an average of 16 tons of bard rock per day of 24 hours could be de- 
pended on asa permanent yield. Making alldue allowances, it then appears that the 
mean cost of crushing and amalgamating the ores and eS gold would not 

exceed 13s. 9d. per ton in England and Western Europe, or elsewhere, where fuel 
and wages are 2¢ moderate rates, and 20s. per ton in California. Where water power 
is available the cost would, of course, be diminished. The cost of reduction at pre- 
sent, by crusher stamps and washing and amalgamating machines of various kinds, 
would not generally be estimated at a lower rate than here calculated for Mr. Berdan’s 
machine ; but the proportion of gold obtained by such methods is by no means s0 
large, the skilled labour required very difficult to obtain, and the risk of serious loss 
far more considerable. Much of the uncertainty attending gold-working would be 
avoided by the successful use of Mr. Berdan’s machine ; and for ores exceeding half 
an ounce to the ton, it appears capable of being employed with great advantage.

Srm,—In addition to the report on Mr. Berdan’s machine, which I have already had 

the pleasure to forward, it may be interesting to your readers to be informed of two 


other matters that have occurred since the date of this communication. The first is, 
that in the case of certain Cwm Eisian lead ores the tailings contained as much as 
25 per cent. of lead and 10 ozs. of silver to the ton of lead in an undressed state of 
mixed ores. The second is that some ores from the Arundell Copper Mines, being 
placed in the basins with mercury, and ground in the usual manner, the mercury, 
after a short time, beeame pasty, end the machine was clogged. On examination, 
there was found to be a very large quantity of arsenic in the mercury ; and it is thus 
clear that highly arsenical ores snould not be exposed incautiously tu the action of 
the mereury under this mill. It would be necessary that such ores should be care- 
fully roasted at a low temperature before being crushed.

The thing to be tried is, how many tons of hard quartz or of friable gossan will one 
of these patent mills grind toa powder of a given degree of fineness, with an engine 
of a given size, with a given quantity of coal, andin whattime? And what willa 
stamping mill do, supplied with similar material, pounding it as fine, and worked by an 
engine of the same size, with the same quantity of fuel, and for the same time! ‘The 
stamping mill is cheaper, lighter, more easily transported, and more easy of repair. 

For producing a lurge quantity of or. powder, however, a crushing mill, driven 
by an engine of equal power, will I believe, far exceed any of these patent mills, or 
a stamps, but a great degree of fineness is not readily obtained, and the great deside-

In conclusion, I will beg you to convey to my brother “ F.S.A.,” that I have never 
stated that gold ores will not be found in Great Britain in sufficient quantities, or 


sufficiently rich, to pay for working; but I have expressed, not unfrequently, my re- 
gret at the extravagant estimates und reports put forward from certain known lo- 
ealities, because they are calculated to raise expectations which must lead to grievous 
disappointment. I have seen evidence to make me believe that British gold ores, in 
moderate quantities, can be obtained, and that, if they are skilfully treated, they can 
be made to yield a moderate profit; but, beyond this, I cannot persuade myself that | 
producing gold in England will ever be a large or very lucrative branch of industry.

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE IRON ORE SLAG. 


Str,—I am glad to see my friend, Mr. Elliot, cailing the attention of your readers 
to his patent procese for converting into an article of commercial value enormous 
waste of the slags of our iron smelting furnaces. I have not been able to acquaint 
myself so thoroughly as I could wish with the practical details of his operation; my 
hands have been so tied up for a long period in privately commeettng the intrigues of 
as desperate a set as any honest man was cver plagued with, that I have not had time 
te do sufficient justice to this and to other inventions which promise great national 
results. But I have taken all the interest in it I possibly could, and bestowed great 
pains im assisting to settle the patent in its present shape, which I certainly should 
not have done without a bigh estimation of its possible value. I never offer a decided 
opinion on anything I haye not thoroughly proved, and it is very probable consider- 
able perseverance and experiment may be required with the heterogenous and variable 
compounds resulting from a blast ‘arnace ir ordinary work, before the castingof the slag 
can be brought under the same certain control as the casting of the iron. The quality of 
slag is constantly varying, sometimes tenacious in cooling, and, with eare, to be asensily 
managed as the ordinary products of thé glass-house ; sometimes liable to rapid de- 
position in the atmosphere. But I cannot see but that the extensive provisions of 
Mr. Eltiot’s patent are, or may be made adequate to the treatment of all varieties, 
especially with the attention which will be given to avoid any great irregularity of 
roduct, when the charging of the furnace for slag shall become a matter of nearly, 
f not equal importance as the charging for iron. I intend, when a little at liberty, 
te look very elosely into this matter, for it is not easy to overrate the impcssance of 
converting into drainage and sewage pipes, tiles, alpolutely waterproof bricks, 
other architectural objects, 6,000,000 or 7,000,000 tons of vitreous matter, now thrown 
to waste at some cost to the manufacturer, instead of adding to the profit of his ope- 
rations. To impart a value of 10,0000,00M% to 20,000,000/. sterling yearly to a worth- 
less and inconvenient material i« no slight proposal, but, on the contrary, demands 
the best efforts of perseverance and ingenuity to realise a fair and conclusive trial. 
It may ulti prod ext dinary 1 changes, and devel ina 
striking manner the re-aetion of resources, The ultimate effect of establishing this 
process would be, by adding another source of profit to the manufacture, to throw 
down the cost and market price of iron, and proportionally increase its already vastly 
increasing application through the whole range of its commercial utility. Arid this 
would be actually aecomplished by the very necessities of a thickly peopled country 
having created an enormous demand for the article produced, in crowded towns, and 
in the exigencies of agricultural improvement. Domestic wants would thus perpe- 
tuate and enhance our position as ironmakers tothe world.
